But 
Angelina County is well within the 
district, so the only way they could 
justify the removal was by taking out 
these other three counties (Limestone, 
Trinity, and Houston Counties) to get to 
it."

Congressional Subcommittee (Rep. 
Haynes) "wants to run for Congress. 
Hers (Haynes's) ah old friend of mine, 
and I have personal affection for him— 
but if he wants to run for Congress, he 
ought to just run for Congress and not 
punish 80,000 East Texans simply 
because he is afraid to run against me." 


He explained that there has been much 


speculation that Cong. Dowdy may not 
run for re-election to his Congressional 
Dist. 2 seat. "In the event that it was. 
vacated, then I intended to be a can- 
didate—or I was seriously considering 
being a candidate—as were many 
others," Wilson said. 
The effect of the redistricting plan 
proposed to the House yesterday would 
be to force Wilson to run against Cong. 
Teague, while , Haynes could run for 
Dowdy's vacated seat, if Dowdy chooses 
not to seek re-election. 


"Now, 
I'm not asking anybody for 


special favors," Wilson told The Sim. 
"And I don't want to cut anybody out of 
that district, just because they may be a 
strong candidate. AU I want is for the 
district to be drawn in the fairest, most 
beneficial manner for the people that 
live there...and then let the best man 
win." 


He went on "I question the con- 


stitutionality of the over-all House 
(redistricting) plan. I think it was drawn 
as a self-serving plan for individuals. I 
don't think it makes constitutional sense. 
They split Tarrant County into four 
different districts...they have five

redistricting plan with only a tiny 
population variance between districts 
has been approved by a House com- 
mittee. 


"We feel we have a tolerance the

The plan approved by the House 


Redistricting Committee pairs two West 
Texas congressmen and fails to cut 
district lines for the Houston-Beaumont 
area.

Rep. Delwin Jones of Lubbbock, 


committee chairman, said he hoped the 
House would vote on the bill by next 
Monday afternoon "at the latest." 


Senators also will have their own 


congressional redistricting bill; and the 
final map will be drawn by a 10-man 
House-Senate Conference Committee.

Purcell, Wichita. Falls Democrat, and 
Bob Price, Pampa Republican, in a 
single district, forcing them to run 
against each other if both seek re- 
election. 


Jones said the districts fell easily 


within the U.S. Supreme Court's one- 
man, one-vote rule. 


The most populous district, with 


469,379, would be that of U.S. Rep. Bob 
Poage, Waco. Least populous, with 
463,908 would be in Dallas County. 


A large chunk of Southeast Texas, 


including Harris (Houston), Jefferson 
(Beaumont-Port Arthur), Galveston, 
Chambers, Brazoria and Fort Bend 
counties was left without district lines. 
Instead, the area is designated on the 
map as having four congressmen run- 
ning at large within the area. 


Jones said exact lines would be drawn 


later in conference. 


The area would receive the additional 


congressman Texas was allocated 
because of its population growth since 
1960. 


Harris County now has three 


congressmen, and U.S. Rep. Jack 
Brooks of Beaumont represents Jef- 
ferson, Galveston and Chambers 
counties. 


Rep. Clyde Haynes of Vidor, chairman 


of the subcommittee on congressional 
redistricting, said efforts were made to 
cut Harris County into new districts. But 
he indicated sharp differences among 
Houston legislators blocked agreement, 
and time ran out. 


"We felt it would be better to get it to 


conference," Haynes said. 


Rep. Tom Bass of Houston protested 


the failure to draw boundary lines for 


Harris County congressmen.

Do Legislators Need Watchdog, Raise? 
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AUSTIN AP—Texans would 


like to feel confident their 
lawmakers can resist temptation 
and act only in the public in- 
terest. 
. 


But this year's so-called "stock 


scandal" raised doubts among 
many. 


Some commenators have said 


for years the voters are asking 
for corrupt legislators when they 
pay them what amounts to a 
virtual proverty wage of $400 a 
month-before taxes. 


Others have urged a watchdog 


agency to keep lawmakers on the 
straight and narrow. 


Texas voters decide next 


Tuesday on a constitutional 
amendment designed to give 
legislators both a pay raise and a 


set of enforceable rules of con- 
duct. 


Proposition No. 1 would set up 


an 11 member commission to 
issue and enforce ethical rules for 
all state officials-and possibly 
even Capitol-reporters. 


The same commission also 


would consist of three appointees 
each of the state Supreme Court 
chief justice, presiding judge of 
the Court of Criminal Appeals 
and the chairman of the Judicial 
Qualifications commission. One 
senator and one representative 
elected by their colleagues also 
would serve.; 


Ethical rules issued by the 


commission would take effect 
automatically unless specifically 
rejected by the legislature.. 


The commission would in- 


vestigate 
alleged 
ethical 


violations and report to the 
"appropriate state agency, of- 
ficial, legislative body, grand 
jury or district attorney." 


Pay raises recommended by 


the commission would take effect 
only if both Houses of 
the 


legislature approved them, with 
each member's vote a matter of 
official record. 


Ethics suddenly became a 


prime issue when the Federal 
Securities and Exhange Com- 
mission alleged in January that 
rich financiers smoothed the way 
for a banking bill with quick stock 
profits for top state leaders. 


Battle lines formed in recent 


weeks, with share divisions 
between "pros" and "Cons". 


Dr. Albert J. McCall, president 


heads a new statewide committee 
supporting the amendment. "On 
the committee are people such as 
Dr. Jimmy Allen, president of the 
Baptist General Convention of 
Texas; 
former Sen. Ralph 


Yarborough; Dalian Graham, 
director of the Texas Catholic 
Conference; and heart surgeon 
Dr. Michael DeBakey. 


"It is essential that an ethics 


commission.;^ established," 
McCall saids "so that Texans can 
enlarge their.confidence in their 
lawmakers." 


Republicans generally have 


opposed the amendment, which- 
GOP Rep. Maurice Angly of 
Austin called,- "Nothing more 
than a sham...It is a gimmick to 
obtain a pay raise."

Since a story 
appeared in the Waco News 
Tribune on April 14, in Earl 
Golding's "Field and Stream" 
column, Gerganess has been 
flooded with calls and letters. The 
reference was a quote from Bill 
Gurley after he and Pete Wilkins 
fished the lake. "Navarro Mills is 
going to be a .dead lake if it isn't 
re-stocked after this year. 
There's no way it can get a spawn 
this year ...-and it didn't get one 
last year. There are some big fish 
in it, but not many fish", said 
Gurley.) 


Due to the many phone calls 


and questions regarding the 
Black Bass population, questions 
in reference to the Black Bass 
losing their spawn last year and 
the probability of that happening 
again this year, and also the need 
for a restocking program for 
Navarro Mills Lake, —has 
decided me to try to answer the 
many interested Sportsmen in 
the Navarro County area, of the 
conditions of Lake Navarro Mills 
in regards |o the Black Bass, that 
I find in my regular daily and 
weekly patrol duties on the lake. 


First let me assure you that 


from the numbers of Black Bass 
that I check each week, 
especially the different sizes, 
indicate a good fish population at 
the present time and of very little 
need for a restocking program.

8 Ibs., yearling bass, and others 
indicate a good healthy bass 
environment, and population. 


To date in respect to the Black 


Bass on and in Navarro Mills 
Reservoir, from my. personal 
observation, in my weekly patrol 
of the lake all thru the year, not 
just once in a while, I have 
checked hundreds of fishermen 
and their creels of various fish 
taken from the above lake. At the 
present time I have seen four 
different sizes of Black Bass 
taken from the lake. Quite a 
number of crappie fishermen 
although they, are fishing for 
crappie, will take Black Bass on 
the live minnow. Since Black 
Bass do feed on live minnows and 
even perch, along with the ar- 
tificial baits.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


flower that bloomed at Wood- 
stock has wilted. 


Two years ago, 400,000 rock 


fans jammed an Upstate New 
-York alfalfa field in a massive 
demonstration of love and peace 
as a way of life. 


But now, disillusionment with 


the rock scene has spread far and 
wide. Rock performers have 
turned money mad. The deaths of 
some prominent rock stars and 
the ecology movement's call for 


purity have turned many young 
people off drugs, and the music 
itself is undergoing drastic 
alterations. 


The announcement by rock 


impresario Bill Graham recently 
that he would close his two emr 
poria of live music, Fillmore 
East in New York and Fillmore 
West in San Francisco, was seen 
as heralding an end of an era in 
rock. 


The groups who once were 


willing to brave the rain and mud 


of Woodstock to play, had turned, 
Graham 
said, into highly 


structured 
corporations de- 


manding higher and higher 
payments for their services. 


Top bands, like the Jefferson

Smith, who later said he didn't 


know anything about the case, 
thought the students were chant- 
ing "frijoles," he said, and 
walked out after standing at the 
rostrum for a few seconds. 


What is the anti-war movement 


doing now on campus? 


"Absolutely, nothing," says 


Edwy Lee, a member of the 
English faculty. 


"Last spring, immediately aft- 


er the Cambodian invasion, there 
were lots of students turned out 
for a peace rally at the University 
Center. Recently, one of my 
students asked me to speak at an 
anti-war movement and there 
were maybe 15 to 20 people there; 
and many of them were there out 
of curiosity," he said. 


Dr. Bob Wren, another English 


teacher, says the anti-war 
movement is still strong on cam- 
pus, but it has changed, dra- 


matically. 


"While opposition to the war 


has never been greater, the very 
breadth of support against the 
war has reduced the interest of 
the more radical student," he 
said. This has reduced violence, 
he said. 


"When the thrust of the antiwar 


movement is in the hands of the 
more moderate community, the 
tactics reflect that 
more 


moderate group. The people who 
feel deeply frustrated because of 


the lack of polarization have 
moved on to other things." 


Jeannette Tracy of Houston is a 


member of the student mobil- 
ization committee, a group, she 
says, including persons of every 
political stripe who have agreed 
to unite on opposition to the war. 


She says anti-war movement is 


not dead on the UH campus, but 
that it has changed. 


"To say that the student 


movement is dead, that we're no 
longer accepted on campus, is 


ridiculous. This campus is more 
activist now than ever before. We 
are just learning how to say 
things the most effective way we 
can," Miss Tracy said. 


University of Houston students

Philadelphia this month for a 
step toward making most biology 
textbooks obsolete. 


The texts call the pineal a "pea- 


sized structure attached to the 
brain just above the cerebellum 
with no endocrine function" or 
any other function so far as 
medicine or science has been 
able to determine, until very, 
very recently. 


Norris, and other pinealogists, 


thinks the pineal has functions 
and that it is affected by light and 
other environmental factors. "It 
is a little-known gland," he ad- 
mits. "Ask the average medical 
student what he knows about the 
pineal and he will probably laugh 
and say, 'you mean the seat of the 
soul?'". 


Students with historical in- 


clinations might remember that 
the 
French 
philosopher 


Descartes came up with that 
catchy phrase, but they are not 
apt to be impressed by the pineal 
gland. It is thought to be 
vestigial, a remnant of tissue no 
longer 
necessary 
to 
the 


development or health in today's 
man. 


The young turks of science are 


out to change all that. "It has 
become clear in just the past few 
years that the pineal might be 
instrumental in the body's 
response 
to environmental 


changes," Norris emphasizes. 
"Not 
only have the seasonal 


reproductive cycles of many 
animals been shown to be due to 
lighting 
changes 
mediated 


through the pineal, but environ- 
mental odors might even be 
pineal-mediated in olfactory 
influence on reproduction. 


"Other areas of the en- 


vironment may influence the 
pineal-regulated responses," he 
said.

"Could sterility in a man or in- 
sufficient height in a growing 
child be altered by specific en-

— a placid Debussy or stark 
Stravinsky?"
